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AFTERWORD 


Dave Gibbons used to call it “our Bat- 
man versus Predator thang"-those weekly 
phone calls tn which he and I would 
scour the latest batch of pages from the 
Kuberts, spotting Lettering mistakes or 
other potential problems, in an effort 
to nip them in their proverbtal bud 
before going to press. Due to the time 
difference between Oregon and England, 
these phone calls always seemed to 

take place during U.K. Happy Hour-with 
Dave comfortably ensconced next to his 
Bat-phone, beer in hand-or was it just 
Dave's own personal Happy Hour?! I know 
it was mine. 


At this year's San Diego Comic-Con, 

six months after the Last of the three 
issues of BATMAN VS. PREDATOR had been 
put to bed, that ol’ karmic wheel did 
its particular “thang” and the project 
finally came full circle for ye editor. 


It's a Saturday afternoon and 

I'm attending the Eisner Awards 
presentation, propped up by a single 
scone and several Lattes in a vain at- 
tempt to compensate for too many nights 
of too Little sleep and too much fun. 
Concrete creator Paul Chadwick is on 
stage, next to WiLL Eisner, announcing 
the 1991 award for Best Lnker-Adam 
Kubert. Good Lord, I'd forgotten that 
Adam had even been nominated! (Some 
editor, huh?) Just as I'm becoming 
aware of a not-gentle poking in the 
ribs from my compadre Bob Schreck—who 
hisses, “Get up there!"-Paul, bless his 
own Etisner-winning soul, requests my 
presence on stage to accept the award 
for Adam, who naturally ts back at 
home, safe in New Jersey with his wife, 
Joyce, and their two children. 


One thing you need to know: most humans 
hate speaking in public. It ts our most 
common single fear. I forget where I 
heard that, but I don't doubt it-for a 
minute. I know that even the prospect 
of public speaking precipitates in me 

a set of phystological events that are 
all wobbly and uncontrollable-and in a 
perfect world I would have been on the 
beach that afternoon, soaking up some 
California UVs with colorist Sherilyn 
van Valkenburgh, rather than in that 
convention hall, summoned by Paul, 
prodded by Bob. 


What else could I do? I kicked off 

my shoes, gulped a deep breath of 
conditioned air, and ran to the stage. 
Nearly dissolving in Mr. Eisner's 
handshake-I mean, Will Eisner, if you 
please-I turned to face the audience, 
seeing nothing, and burbled out some 
words about Adam, his brother Andy, 
their father Joe, and a third generation 


of Kubert talent already evincing itself 
in Adam's three-year-old son, Max, who 
spends his days in dad's studio, working 
at a Little drawing table set up right 
next to Adam's. 


And then I got the hell out of there. 


Without saying anything about BAT- 
MAN°VS. PREDATOR. Not a word about my 
merciless browbeating to meet inhuman 
deadlines, suffered by both Adam and 
Andy in the course of producing the 
series. Not a word about their unflag- 
ging cheerfulness when asked to, um, 
amend their art-always an occupational 
hazard tn Licensed projects, especially 
double-Licensed projects Like this one. 
Not a word about Sheri's Lush color 
art, betraying not for a moment her 
equally truncated schedule. Not a word 
about Dave's clever scripts or those 
Happy Hour phone calls. Not even a word 
about those fershluggtner trading cards 
keeptng me awake all those nights-but I 
don't want to talk about them anyway. 


Actually, I do want to say one thing 
about the trading cards-something that 
slipped through the weekly Happy Hour 
calls. The back of Dave Gibbons’ card 
was Supposed to read as follows: Dave 
Gibbons is one of the few British comics 
illustrators who is not named John. 
However, his twin brother, who writes 
comic books, is also called Dave. 


And to the production gremlins who 
transposed the sequence of some of the 
words: um, Ltt was a joke. 


At some potnt during those weekly Happy 
Hour calls-and probably coincidental 
with the tncrease in sleepless- 

ness fostered by those aforementioned 
fershlugginer trading cards-I began to 
tease Dave (even though he bailed me 
out of hot water on one of them), sug- 
gesting, more than once, that when the 
orders filtered in and the monies were 
paid, when all was said and finally done, 
he'd owe me a drink, at least, if not a 
trip to his local pub! 


WeLlL, in San Diego this past summer, 
all was said-and done. Not only did 
Dave buy me that long-promised drink 
after all, but he swears he slipped the 
bartender a bill or two just to card 
me. What a gentleman, that Gibbons boy! 


Any day now, I'm sure he'LL be booking 
my flight to those merrie shores of his 
native England...

I- absolutely Love looking good without having to work-hard. So the BATMAN -VS. 
PREDATOR series-was a-wonderful project for me. Tt was both critically and finan- 
cially successful, and*since I was listed as co-editor, everyone assumed that I 

had actually edited it. Not exactly untrue;_but not exact Ly true, either. What I 
“did was+talk.with the real editor, Diana Schutz, on the phone occasionally; look at 
the scripts ‘and artwork as she faxed them to our offices; and maybe-maybe-make a red 
mark on them once in a while. When I'm working with people named Gtbbons, Kubert, 
and Schutz, I know the job wilt be good;all F reakly have to-dectde is_ how big a 
pain I'm going to be in a quest for whatever I define as best that day. 


gOh, I did-do one other thing. Ate lunch. Two Augusts ago I found myself at an out- 
‘door cafe in San Diego's Horton Plaza enjoying-the Southern California sunshine, 
~expense-account pasta, and Dave Gibbons,who, as always, was witty, genial, and 
just sly enough to keep me fully alért. Dave and Diana had already settled all the 
* dreary details that sometimes make editors feel.like accountants—deadlines, ship- ~ 
ping schedutes,;*vouchering systems, permisstons, delivery dates—leaving.me nothing 
but the fun stuff: discussing plot and especially character. The questions we had 
to answer were: 1) do Batman and Predator belong in the same story? 2) if they do, 
should the sigy 2 be pagt of the Batman mythos? and 3) if it isn't, what should it 
‘be part of? z ? :

humanity= =—those-are the Predator's kinfolk. Do we really care that he arrived by — 
spacecraft instead of being beLched up froma fiery pit2 Not unless we're very picky. 
indeed. What! s tmportant is that hes here, suddenly. among us, hateful and threat=_— 
ening, -and_ our champion must meet htm in-mortal “combat. That this champton~ 
Ls himself clothed ih darkness=is, tn fact -a-Dark Knight- whose identity- Was” 
~ forged in _tragedy- only makes Shs ‘contest more tinteresttng. 


Given all that, I could, ve an stor iat consctence as clear-as-the San Diego — 
sky, tell Dave Gibbons: he had my blessing. Batman shouldn't tangle with just any 
old bug-eyed monster who slides through the ozone, but the Predator was the right 
alten for htm to fight. Finishing my after-meal espresso, I felt confident that Dave 
and the Kubert brothers, Adam and Andy, were the talents for the job. Att I had to 
do was relax and wait to start looking good...
